For example, one gardener 
sprayed the border of his garden 
w ith an Cster form oi 2,4-D weed 
killer and the next day he set out 
some tomato plants. Three days 
later the tomatoes were showing 
serious 2,4-D damage caused by 
the vapors of the 2,4-D ester. 
The pure salt and acid forms of 
2,4-D ordinarily do not give off 
enough vapors to effect nearby 
plant growth. These may be the 
safest to use near your garden. 
The ester form of 2,4-D is very 
potent and makes an execllent 
weed killer when properly used, 
but under certain conditions there 
may be some risk when used near 
sensitive vegetables, flowers and 
shrubs. 
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Earliest Loose Heading Lettuce Matures in 60 Days. 


An all-summer program 
of 
green salad leaves should be 
planned to follow the spring let­ 
tuce crop which usually fails with 
hot weather. It is longer than it 
used to be, thanks to the new 
salad bowl, and old oak leaf va­ 
rieties, 
which withstand heat 
longer than others. 
Romaine or cos lettuce is also 
more heat resistant. It is the fa­ 
vorite with French chefs, produc­ 
ing oval leaves, in an upright 
cluster which used to be bleached 
by tying up the leaves as they 
neared maturity. Ibis lessens 
their vitamin content, however, 
and the practice is being aban­ 
doned. 
Bibb lettuce, which is currently 
a favorite, is especially sensitive 
to hot weather. Its loose heads 
run to seed early in the summer. 
Many deem it the highest in 
quality of all. It can be grown in 
early summer, and early fall, 
maturing in 60 days from sowing 
in the spring. 
After the early lettuce harvest 
has ended, chicory, also known as 
endive, is available. Ibis should 
be sown early as it takes 90 days 
to mature. Two or three sowings 


should be timed to give succes­ 
sion crops until winter. Frost im­ 
proves the flavor of the leaves, 
and they retain good quality until 
a hard freeze. 
Endive is available in a broad­ 
leaved type, also known as esca- 
rolle, and the curly leaved type 
which is favored by many for the 
first crop. Both are grown by the 
same methods used for lettuce. 
Water cress is easily grown 
wherever it is possible to fur­ 
nish a constant supply of water to 
the plants. Tbis can be done by 
sowing the seed in flats which are 
kept moist by wicks which draw 
water from pans below which are 
kept filled with water. Corn salad 
is a leaf crop which is hardy and 
can be harvested late in the fall. 
Upland garden cress gives a pun­ 
gent flavor to the salad. 
In the fall Chinese cabbage 
leaves are delicious. Chinese cab­ 
bage may be grown in the spring, 
with rich soil and an early start. 
But in midsummer, it always 
runs to seed. A late crop has no 
such tendency, and heads are 
easily produced in the fall, from 
plants started in late June.

, TOMATOES 
I stake my tomatoes, or 
:hem? That gets to be al- 
personal 
question 
and 
will have to answer it 
ly, says Starling Guinn, 


Assostant County Agent. In fact, 
most tomato growers have already 
done so to their complete satis­ 
faction and regardless of which 
w aythey do it they have their own 
good 
reasons 
to 
justify 
their 
actions. 
But just in case you happen to 
be undecided, here are some points 
to consider. 
1. Staked tomato plants ripen 
their first fruit slightly earlier than 
unstaked plants. 
2. The fruit of staked tomatoes 
is always clean and easily picked. 
3. But staking means tying and 
pruning and that means time and 
perhaps a slight expense for the 
stakes. 
4. Unstaked tomatoes may yield 
more pounds of fruit if the weather 
is unfavorable. 
5. It takes less labor to grow un­ 
staked tomatoes. 
6. But if the weather is unfavor­ 
able there may be rotten tomatoes 
on the ground if the plants are not 
staked. 
7. If .foliage diseases get started 
the unstaked tomatoes are more 
difficult to spray and they may 
suffer worse if the disease is not 
brought under control. 
You see there are advantages 
and disadvantages for e i t h e r 
method. You can decide which 
.ethod fits your garden better. 
This idea isn’t new, but if you 
haven’t used it before you might 
like to try it. If you have been 
accustomed to pruning your stak­ 
ed tomatoes to a single stem, then 
try leaving two stems on the same 
plant to go up the same stake. It 
may look a little crowded to you 
at first, but that more abundant 
foliage may 
provide the extra 
shade necessary to prevent sun­ 
burn of the fruit. Ask your County 
Agent for a copy of Circular 624 
—Pruning Tomatoes. 
KEEP 2, 4-D OUT 
OF THE GARDEN 
2,4-D is a wonderful weed killer 
for lawns but it had better be kept 
out of your garden, says Starling 
Guinn, Assistant County Agent. It 
is called a selective weed killer 
when used on the lawn because it 
kills the broad-leaved weeds with 
little 
or 
no 
injury 
to 
mature 
grasses. But 2,4-D is not very 
selective in the garden because it 
kills most all kinds of vegetables 
as well as the weeds. 
It is practically impossible to 
spray 2,4-D on weeds between the 
rows without killing the vegetables 
in the rows. Even when spraying 
your yard or the garden borders, 
do it at a time when there is no 
wind at all. If there is a breeze, 
then spray with 2,4-D only when 
the drift of the spray will be away 
from the vegetables and flowers. 
Some weed killers contain 2,4-D 
in the ester form. If the tem pera­ 
ture is high the ester form of 2,4- 
D may give off vapors which can 
drift with the wind for a few days 
after application. It is possible for 
nearby sensitive flowers and veget­ 
ables to be damaged by these vap-

we can always count a dozen pairs 
carrying insects to their hungry 
broods. Among these are the blue­ 
birds, Carolina and Bewick wrens, 
chickadees, orchard orioles, mock­ 
ing birds, cardinals, indigo bunt­ 
ings and titmice, not to mention 
the ever-present English sparrows. 
One of the most interesting, as 
well as persistent, are a pair of 
house wrens which have taken up 
residence in the machine shop. 
They started building in a small 
cubbyhole where are stored some 
wrenches which are used every 
day. For a week, without giving the 
matter much thought, we simply 
tossed out the building materials 
every morning. But the birds kept 
at it, slipping in as soon as we 
departed for the fields. Finally we 
decided they had as good a right 
to the cubbyhole as we, so the 
wrenches were moved to another 
shelf and we left them in peace. 
And it was none too soon, for next 
morning the nest was not only 
completed but contained a small, 
brown-speckled egg. Now there 
are three, though we have yet to 
see the mother bird on the nest. 
In another day or two the egg-lay­ 
ing should be complete and she 
will start setting. 
Out in the fields the story is the 
same. Most evenings after supper 
we walk out to inspect the alfalfa 
that will soon be ready to mow 
or to look at the oats or make cer­ 
tain the yearling heifers aren’t 
eating their pastures down too 
short. The farm is beautiful at 
this time of day, with the luxuri­ 
ance of growing crops and the fra­ 
grance drifting to us from count­ 
less thousands of blossoms on the 
rose hedges. Along the way we 
are certain to flush bobvvhites from 
the fencerows; while from the 
grass or grain, Mike and Chipper 
[ start up field sparrows, dickcissels, 
meadowlarks and a half dozen 
others. 
Twilight is falling and it is too 
dark to identify the smaller birds, 
but overhead are the barn swal­ 
lows, and night hawks swoop and 
turn in their hunt for insects. The 
raccoon and opossum are animals 
we seldom see, because they do 
their foraging at night. Yet we 
know they are here in numbers, 
for their tracks can be found in 
abundance along the creeks and 
spring branches and around the 
ponds. Here, at this season, the 
raccoon finds good hunting for 
frogs and crayfish. Gray and fox 
squirrels lose some of their cau­ 
tion at this season, which probably 
accounts for the difficulty we have 
in building a good squirrel popu­ 
lation. There seems no way we 
can 
prevent 
the hunters 
from 
sneaking in before dawn, as well 
as before the legal hunting season 
opens, to wipe out each year’s new 
supply. The skunk, a peaceable 
enough fellow when not molested, 
has less difficulty in maintaining 
his numbers. His only serious pre­ 
dator is the trapper, who has been 
discouraged in recent seasons by 
the low price of furs. 
Another small furbearer which 
thrives is the groundhog. We have 
these in almost countless numbers 
out on the bluff above Saline creek 
and along the brushy edges of 
every field. The m ature animals 
are extrem ely cautious, always 
working out from burrow as a 
base and disappearing down their 
holes in a 
flash when danger 
threatens. The youngsters, how­ 
ever, have no such sense of caution. 
Just the other afternoon, as I 
rolled and harrowed the cornfield, 
I had a wonderful opportunity to 
watch one of the little fellows. His 
burrow was about six feet out in 
the plowed ground and he had 
apparently become used to the 
clatter of the tractor and roller, 
for he showed no fear whatever. 
Each time I came around, he’d be 
feeding out in the clover at the 
field’s edge and would move in 
to the mouth of the burrow. But 


a thousand insects, larvae, 
grubs and caterpillars per day. Nor 
does this include those eaten by 
adult resident birds and the count­ 
less transients which 
visit our 
fields, woodlands and thickets. Yet 
even if they served no such useful 
purpose as this, they would still be 
welcome for their music and sheer 
beauty. 
One of the first things one learns 
when there is an opportunity for 
close observation of nature, is that 
density of human population and 
man’s legitimate use of the land 
are not necessarily inimical to 
many kinds of wildlife. Thus let­ 
ters which come to us tell of count­ 
less adventures with birds and 
smaller animals that are experi­ 
enced by people living in suburban 
areas and the outskirts of our Mis­ 
souri and Illinois towns. Pileated 
woodpeckers in sight of the bus 
lines, rabbits so plentiful 
they 
make gardening a hazardous hobby 
Wilson’s snipe and woodcock re­ 
ported within city limits, a fair 
tally of migrating ducks on the 
park lakes and ponds, coveys of 
bobwhites wintering successfully 
in the backyard; all are stories 
we hear each year. They are the 
result of good habitat which pro­ 
vides food, shelter and protection 
from natural predators; as well as 
from man, who is the most destruc­ 
tive predator of all.

FAIR FORD AIR BASE, England 
(/P>—An American Stratojet B-47 
clipped six minutes off the U. S.- 
to-England crossing record today.

It was commanded by Capt. Rob­ 
ert D. Carlstrom, o.t Minneapolis, 
Minn., and was part of a mass 
flight of 45 Stratojets making up 
the 306th Medium Bombardment 
Wing. The wing is being flown 
from Madill Field, Tampa, Fla., to 
Fairford for 90-day service. Thirty 
of the jets made the flight Thurs­ 
day and Friday. 
The B-47s are making the first 
non-stop mass-jet flight across the 
Atlantic and so far the flights have 
gone off without a hitch.

Attomoy General Says 
Violations of Liquor 
Control Rules No Crime 


JEFFERSON CITY (/P)—Viola­ 
tions of rules and regulations of 
the state liquor supervisor do not 
subject a person to criminal pros­ 
ecution, Attorney General John M. 
Dalton ruled today. 
Dalton said the Legislature could 
provide that violations of liquor 
control rules are a crime but had 
not done so. The ruling applies 
only to rules made by the depart­ 
ment and not to provisions of the 
bennr control law passed by the 
legislature. 
Though violations of liquor con­ 
trol rules are not punishable as 
crimes, the department may re­ 
voke beer and liquor licenses for 
such violations, Dalton said. 
In another opinion Dalton told 
the Kansas City health depart­ 
ment it could not collect from the 
state money for the care of psy­ 
chiatric patients in Kansas City 
institutions. 
Dalton said the law provided for 
the payment of $8 monthly for the 
care of such persons, but that no 
funds had been appropriated to 
carry out the provision.

Attorney General Says 
Violations of Liquor 
Control Rules No Crime 


JEFFERSO N CITY (ZP)—'Viola­ 
tions of rules and regulations of 
the state liquor supervisor do not 
subject a person to crim inal pros­ 
ecution, A ttorney G eneral John M. 
D alton ruled today. 
Dalton said the L egislature could 
provide that violations of liquor 
control rules are a crim e but had 
not done so. The ruling applies 
only to rules m ade by the d epart­ 
m ent and not to provisions of the 
i q i r control law passed by the 
legislature. 
Though violations of liquor con­ 
trol rules are not punishable as 
crim es, the departm ent m ay re ­ 
voke beer and liquor licenses for 
such violations, Dalton said. 
In another opinion D alton told 
the K ansas City health dep art­ 
m ent it could not collect from the 
state money for the care of psy­ 
chiatric patients in K ansas City 
institutions.

He calls for 
a distribution of their “bounty,” 
a demonstration of their “liberali­ 
ty,” a sharing of their “fruits of 
righteousness,” an abounding of 
“grace.” 
In other words, Paul goes to the 
very foundations of the Christian’s 
attitude toward his neighbor, to 
the teachings of Jesus, who said, 
“Inasmuch as ye have done it unto 
one of the least of these my breth­ 
ren, ye have done it unto me,” and 
even back to the very dawn of 
human 
history 
when 
God 
pro­ 
claimed to Cain and to all his hu­ 
manity that we are “Our brother’s 
keeper.” 
Paul admonished the Christians 
at 
Corinth— as 
he 
admonishes 
Christians of all places and time— 
that they should share not only 
the gospel message with those who 
need the Christian’s gospel, but 
that they should also share their 
other possessions with 
those in 
need of them. 
Paul 
knew that such sharing 
would not diminish the possessions 
of the donors, for, says he, “God 
loveth i cheerful giver.” 
Paul 
knew 
that sharing with 
those in need was the Jesus way 
of proving their Christianity.

Paul dearly loved the C hristian 
church at Corinth. He had estab­ 
lished it through great tribulation 
and physical and spiritual suffer­ 
ing. In Paul’s estim ation, it was 
a great church because it cam e 
into being at great cost. A fter all, 
we v^lue things in term s of their 
cost.. And 
so 
Paul 
valued 
the 
churfh at Corinth. 
In fact, Paul loved the church 
at Corinth so much and valued it 
so h(Ighly that he called upon its 
m em bers to contribute to needy 
C hristians in other churches he 
had established — C hristians who 
were suffering because of their 
poverty, due in many instances be-! 
cause 
of 
persecution 
following 
their becoming Christians. 
A careful reading of the lesson 
text ^ ill reveal that in no part of 
his 
appeal 
to 
the 
C orinthian 
C hristians does Paul use the w ord 
money in seeking m aterial aid for 
the needy. 
Paul places his appeal on the 
highest possible level. He calls for 
a distribution of their “bounty,” 
a dem onstration of their “liberali­ 
ty,” a sharing of their “fruits of 
righteousness,” an abounding of 
“grace.” 
In other words, Paul goes to the 
very foundations of the C hristian’s 
attitude tow ard his neighbor, to 
the teachings of Jesus, who said, 
“ Inasm uch as ye have done it unto 
one of the least of these my b reth ­ 
ren, ye have done it unto me,” and 
even back to the very daw n of 
hum an history when God pro­ 
claim ed to Cain and to all his h u ­ 
m anity that we are “O ur brother’s 
keeper." 
Paul adm onished the C hristians 
at 
C orinth—as 
he 
adm onishes 
C hristians of all places and tim e— 
that they should share not only 
the gospel message w ith those who 
need the C hristian’s gospel, but 
that they should also share th eir 
other possessions w ith those in 
need of them. 
Paul knew that such sharing 
would not dim inish the possessions 
of the donors, for, says he, “God 
loveth a cheerful giver.”

The pure salt and acid forms of 
2,4-D ordinarily do not give off 
enough vapors to effect nearby 
plant growth. These may be the 
safest to use near your garden. 
The ester form of 2,4-D is very 
potent and makes an excellent 
weed killer when properly used, 
but under certain conditions there 
may be some risk when used near 
sensitive vegetables, flowers and 
shrubs.

green salad leaves should be 
planned to follow the spring let­ 
tuce crop which usually fails with 
hot weather. It is longer than it 
used to be, thanks to the new 
salad bowl, and old oak leaf va­ 
rieties, 
which 
withstand 
heat 
longer than others. 
Romaine or cos lettuce is also 
more heat resistant. It is the fa­ 
vorite with French chefs, produc­ 
ing oval leaves, in an upright 
cluster which used to be bleached 
by tying up the leaves as they 
neared maturity. Tins lessens 
their vitamin content, however, 
and the practice is being aban­ 
doned. 
Bibb lettuce, which is currently 
a favorite, is especially sensitive 
to hot weather. Its loose heads 
run to seed early in the summer. 
Many deem it the highest in 
quality of all. It can be grown in 
early summer, and early fall, 
maturing in 00 days from sowing 
in the spring. 
After the early lettuce harvest 
has ended, chicory, also known as 
endive, is available. T^iis should 
be sown early as it takes 90 days 
to mature. Two or three sowings 


should be timed to give succes­ 
sion crops until winter. Frost im­ 
proves the flavor of the leaves, 
and they retain good quality until 
a hard freeze. 
Endive is available in a broad­ 
leaved type, also known as esca- 
rolle, and the curly leaved type 
which is favored by many for the 
first crop. Both are grown by the 
same methods used for lettuce. 
Water cress is easily grown 
wherever it is possible to fur­ 
nish a constant supply of water to 
the plants. This can be done by 
sowing the seed in flats which are 
kept moist by wicks which draw 
water from pans below which are 
kept filled with water. Corn salad 
is a leaf crop which is hardy and 
can be harvested late in the fall. 
Upland garden cress gives a pun­ 
gent flavor to the salad. 
In the fall Chinese cabbage 
leaves are delicious. Chinese cab­ 
bage may be grown in the spring, 
with rich soil and an early start. 
But In midsummer, it always 
runs to seed. A late crop has no 
such tendency, and heads are 
easily produced in the fall, from 
plants started in late June.

way they do it they have their own 
good 
reasons 
to 
justify 
their 
actions. 
But just in case you happen to 
be undecided, here are some points 
to consider. 
1. Staked tomato plants ripen 
their first fruit slightly earlier than 
unstaked plants. 
2. The fruit of staked tomatoes 
is always clean and easily picked. 
3. But staking means tying and 
pruning and that means time and 
perhaps a slight expense for the 
stakes. 
4. Unstaked tomatoes may yield 
more pounds of fruit if the weather 
is unfavorable. 
5. It takes less labor to grow un­ 
staked tomatoes. 
6. But if the weather is unfavor­ 
able there may be rotten tomatoes 
on the ground if the plants are not 
staked. 
7. If foliage diseases got started 
the unstaked tomatoes are more 
difficult to spray and they may 
suffer worse if the disease is not 
brought under control. 
You see there are advantages 
and 
disadvantages 
for 
e i t h e r 
method. You can decide which 
ethod fits your garden better. 
This idea isn’t new, but if you 
haven’t used it before you might 
like to try it. If you have been 
accustomed to pruning your stak­ 
ed tomatoes to a single stem, then 
try leaving two stems on the same 
plant to go up the same stake. It 
may look a little crowded to you 
at first, but that more abundant

may 
provide

shack* necessary to prevent sun­ 
burn of the fruit. Ask your County

KEEP 2. 4-D OUT 
OF THE GARDEN 
2,4-D is a wonderful weed killer 
for lawns but it had better be kept 
out of your garden, says Starling 
Guinn, Assistant County Agent. It 
is called a selective weed killer 
when used on the lawn because it 
kills the broad-leaved weeds with 
little 
or 
no 
injury 
to 
mature 
grasses. But 2,4-D is not very 
selective in the garden because it 
kills most all kinds of vegetables 
as well as the weeds. 
It is practically impossible to 
spray 2,4-D on weeds between the 
rows without killing the vegetables 
in the rows. Even when spraying 
your yard 01 the garden borders, 
do it at a time when there is no 
wind at all. II there is a breeze, 
then spray with 2.4-D only when 
the drift of the sprty will be away 
from the vegetables and flowers. 
Some weed killers contain 2,4-D 
in the ester form. If the tempera­ 
ture is high the ester form of 2,4- 
D may give off vapors which can 
drift with the wind for a few days 
aftei application. It is possible Jor

The pure salt and acid forms of 
2,4-D ordinarily do not give off 
enough vapors to effect nearby 
plant grow th. These may be the 
safest to use near your garden. 
The ester form of 2,4-D is very 
potent and 
m akes an excellent 
weed killer when properly used, 
but under certain conditions there 
may be some risk when used near 
sensitive vegetables, flowers and 
shrubs.

An 
all-summer 
program 
of 
green salad leaves should be 
planned to follow the spring let­ 
tuce crop which usually fails with 
hot weather. It Is longer than it 
used to be, thanks to the new 
salad bowl, and old oak leaf va­ 
rieties, 
which 
withstand 
heat 
longer than others. 
Romaine or cos lettuce is also 
more heat resistant. It is the fa­ 
vorite with French chefs, produc­ 
ing oval leaves, in an upright 
cluster which used to be bleached 
by tying up the leaves as they 
neared m aturity. 
'Hiis lessens 
their vitamin content, however, 
and the practice is being aban­ 
doned. 
Bibb lettuce, which is currently 
a favorite, is especially sensitive 
to hot weather. Its loose heads 
run to seed early in the summer. 
Many deem it the highest in 
quality of all. It can be grown in 
early summer, and early fall, 
m aturing in 00 days from sowing 
in the spring. 
After the early lettuce harvest 
has ended, chicory, also known as 
endive, is available. This should 
be sown early as it takes 90 days 
to mature. Two or three sowings 


should be timed to give succes­ 
sion crops until winter. Frost im­ 
proves the flavor of the leaves, 
and they retain good quality until 
a hard freeze. 
Endive is available in a broad­ 
leaved type, also known as esca- 
rolle, and the curly leaved type 
which is favored by many for the 
first crop. Both are grown by the 
same methods used for lettuce. 
Water cress is easily grown 
wherever it is possible to fur­ 
nish a constant supply of water to 
the plants. This can be done by 
sowing the seed in fiats which are 
kept moist by wicks which draw 
water from pans below which are 
kept filled with water. Corn salad 
is a leaf crop which is hardy and 
can be harvested late in the fall. 
Upland garden cress gives a pun­ 
gent flavor to the salad. 
In the fall Chinese cabbage 
leaves are delicious. Chinese cab­ 
bage may be grown in the spring, 
with rich soil and an early start. 
But In midsummer, it always 
runs to seed. A late crop has no 
such tendency, and heads are 
easily produced in the fall, from 
plants started in late June.

faction and regardless of w hich 
way* they do it they have their own 
good

But just in case you happen to 
be undecided, here are some points 
to consider. 
1. Staked tom ato plants ripen 
their first fruit slightly earlier than 
unstaked plants. 
2. The fruit of staked tom atoes 
is alw ays clean and easily picked. 
3. But staking means tying and 
pruning and that means time and 
perhaps a slight expense for the 
stakes. 
4. Unstaked tom atoes may yield 
m ore pounds of fruit if the w eather 
is unfavorable. 
5. It takes less labor to grow un- 
j staked tomatoes. 
6. But if the w eather is unfavor­ 
able there may be rotten tom atoes

KEEP 2. 4-D OUT 
OF THE GARDEN 
2,4-D is a w onderful weed killer 
for law ns but it had better be kept 
out of your garden, says Starling 
G uinn, A ssistant County Agent. It 
is called a selective weed killer 
when used on the lawn because it 
kills the broad-leaved weeds w ith 
little 
or 
no 
injury 
to 
m ature 
grasses. But 2,4-D is not very 
selective in the garden because it 
kills most all kinds of vegetables 
as well as the weeds. 
It is practically im possible to 
spray 2,4-D on weeds between the 
rows w ithout killing the vegetables 
in the rows. Even when spraying 
your yard or the garden borders, 
do it at a tim e when there is no 
wind at all. If there is a breeze, 
then spray w ith 2.4-D only when 
the drift of the spray will be aw ay 
from the vegetables and flowers. 
Some weed killers contain 2.4-D 
in the ester form.

1) may give off vapors which can 
drift w ith the wind for a few days 
after application.
